No deaths were reported Sev­ 
eral firemen were injured fight­ 
ing the blaze in the rugged can­ 
yons and ridges 
Thousands of homes were 
evacuated in areas near the two 
major blazes adjoining Burbank 
and Glendale 
about 12 miles 
north of downtown Los Angeles 
Oil fields were endangered by 
Hie other fire near Newhall. 
Fire officials pinned hopes for 
stamping out the blazes on be­ 
haviour of the hot desert winds 
that have reached gusts up to

downed by the howling winds 
were blamed for starting sev­ 
eral small fires which quickly

The popularity of the talk is 
based on frankness, says the 
bureau It deals with physical 
differences, sex relations, phys­ 
ical modesty, language to use 
to explain sex. and what to ex­ 
plain at different age levels. 
“ Use the technical name for 
the parts of the body as soon 
as possible so as to impress rn 
the children that there is noth­ 
ing vulgar or dirty about sex,** 
Father Filas advises. 
Respected delicacy must be 
employed in any discussion, be 
says, “ because 9ex itself is so 
personal.” 
There also is a difference be­ 
tween sex education and sex in­ 
formation. the priest states. 
“ Sex education basically is 
understanding all that is meant 
by male and female . . . in its 
full sense, sex education deals 
with the total character, per­ 
sonality and spirit of a person, 
as it is affected by his or her 
sex.” he says. 
It tokes more than medical 
knowledge or “practical experi­ 
ence’’ for proper sex education. 
Father Filas says. Failure to in­ 
clude a moral and a psychologi­ 
cal explanation results in only 
sex information, he says. 
Some of Father Filas’ ideas 
on introducing sex education to 
a child have surprised his lis­ 
teners. who expected a clergy­ 
man to have a more reserved 
attitude. 
He believes that ‘if your 
is old enough to ask about sex. 
be is old enough for an answer.** 
Sex education ideally should 
come from parents, not the 
school he says, “because; the 
parents alone have the ben op- 
portunity, the rmponrihitity, of

Montgomery Ward Blazed 
New Merchandising Trail 


This is a success story that 
wijuid have dazzled Horatio Al­ 
ger. and it s true It s the story 
of a man who created ore of 
the country's leading businesses 
and blared new trails in retail 
selling 
Aaron 
Montgomery 
Ward 
wa* bom m New Jersey in 
February. 1843 
To help his 
poverty-stricken family, he had 
to leave school at the age of 14 
and go to work in a barrel fac­ 
tory for onfv S cents a day 
When he was 30. his family mov­ 
ed to St Josepc. Mich . where 
he got a job as a shoe clerk for 
SS a month and board .After 
three years of hard work, he 
was made manager of the store 
at a salary of $100 a month and 
board 
Several years later he decided 
there was greater opportunity 
for him in a larger city. and 
obtained employment in Chicago 
as a traveling salesman with a 
wholesale concern This exper­ 
ience. plus the fact that the 
first transcontinental railroad 
had 
been 
completed, 
made 
Montgomery Ward believe the 
tune was right for a greater 
merchandising service than had 
ever before beer attempted 
In 1171. as he was about to 
start his new retailing plan, 
the Chicago fire wiped out his 
capital, and his job But Ward 
was not discouraged and

vicar later, in August of 1972. 
Montgomery Ward issued his 
first mail order catalog - the 
first published anywhere. He 
and his friend and partner 
George R. Thorne, operated

It also has been used to drill 
teeth, burning away decay so 
fast the patient feels no pain. 
and to wreid retinas back on to 
eyeballs before the patient can 
flinch 
The

stood for “light ampli­ 
fication by stimulated emision 
of radiation ” It s a take-off 
from the earlier word maser." 
which stands for “microwave 
amplification." etc 
Maiman gives full credit to 
the maser and its inventor. Dr 
Charles H Townes, for the prin­ 
ciple that electromagnetic radi­ 
ations can be emitted in close- 
packed parallel beams—instead 
of scattering in a!! directions as 
light and radio waves ordinarily

Townes succeeded in doing 
this with microwave—very short 
wave—frequencies, but neither 
he nor a number of other scien­ 
tists could find a material that

Maiman. working at Howard 
Hughes’ big research laboratory 
at Malibu at the time. recalls 
There w as a lot of pressure on 
me from my superiors because 
I kept working with ruby when 
recognized experts in the field 
said ut w as foolish 
“But those people were trying 
to stimulate ruby continuously. 
which meant a build up of heat 
that 
ruby couldn t 
stand 
I 
thought of rapidly pulsing the 
light, exciting the material with 
flash lamps This gave a higher 
peak power in bursts and let the 
ruby rest in between pulses 
“The result was a laser that 
didn t have to be cooled with 
helium or nitrogen, that worked

Mummy, 1,800 Years Old Is Found in Rome 


By SHEILA WiLSH 
ROME <UPI» - About I MO 
years ago the young daughter 
of a Roman official died in 
Egypt and was brought back to 
Rome to be laid to rest with 
her toys and jewels in a marble 
tomb 
Recently, workmen excavat­ 
ing the site for one of the new 
apartment buildings mushroom­ 
ing near the ancient Cassian 
Way unearthed a sarcophagus 
and the mummified form of the 
girl 
Police were called and. on a 
legal technicality, the small 
mummy 
was 
taken 
to 
the 
morgue 
Doctors 
and 
a rheologists 
pieced together pan of the rid­ 
dle posed by the construction 
workers discovery The find was 
unusual since the ancient Ro­ 
mans did not follow the Egyp­ 
tian practice of mummifying 
their dead 
The mummy, less than four 
feet long, a delicate gold neck­ 
lace around her neck a gold 
ring on the withered little fin­ 
ger of ber left hand, lay on a

cine where the experts held a 
press conference. 
Prof Cesare Cerin, director 
of the Institute, said that from 
x ray evidence on the bone and 
tooth development, the girl was 
eight years old when she died 
The mummy’s arms were 
swathed rn double layers pf 
fine bandages which, after I 800 
years, still gave off a strong 
odor of eucalyptus from the 
aromatic substance used in the 
mummification process 
Germ said the aromatic, res­ 
inous substance was being an­ 
al} zed ‘ but we expect it to be 
one aire adv known to Egyptolo­ 
gists ” 
He said there were no signs 
of wounds or injuries on the 
body. X-rays showed thin white 
lines on her leg bones that 
might be interpreted to mean 
she once had suffered from 
rickets 
Germ said the cause of death 
was unknown and would prob­ 
ably remain unknown as he had 
no intention of dissecting the 
mummy. 
I “This child would want to re­ 
turn to the shadows and peace,” 
he said. 


The body was remarkably 
well preserved, according to 
Cerin, and it still was possible 
to see. despite the brownish col­ 
or of the mummy, the structure 
of a delicately beautiful face 
Rome s Superintendent of An­ 
tiquities.
